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INTRODUCTIOX  TO  SECOND  EDITION. 


This  edition  contains  the  following  new  material: 

Titles  of  works  on  navigation  laws,  including  some  of  the  principal 
Parliamentary  reports;  United  States  documents  on  the  subject  of  mail 
subsidies,  together  Avith  speeches  found  in  the  Congressional  Globe,  and 
the  Congressional  Record  on  the  same  subject. 

The  list  of  books  has  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  newly 
discovered  material  in  the  library,  and  of  works  issued  since  the  publi- 
cation of  the  first  edition. 

One  of  the  most  important  documents  noted  is  the  report  of  the 
Parliamentary  Commission  on  marine  subsidies,  which  contains  minutes 
of  evidence,  giving  the  opinion  of  shipmasters  and  officials  of  various 
ocean  and  steamship  companies,  together  with  statements  of  the  system 
of  bounties  prevailing  in  the  principal  countries  of  the  world. 

The  legislative  histor\'  of  the  French  law^  of  1901  is  contained  in  the 
"Annales  de  la  Chambre  des  deputes,  Documents  parlementaires," 
volume  57,  pages  32-56,  which  includes  a  report  of  the  Commission 
appointed  to  examine  into  means  of  encouragement  to  the  merchant 
marine. 

The  report  b}'  ]M.  Thierry  on  the  ''Projet  de  loi  sur  la  marine  mar- 
chande"  is  also  printed  in  the  same  publication,  volume  59,  pages  1-22. 

Two  works  of  comprehensive  character  published  within  the  year 
are  to  be  noticed:  Marvin's  The  "American  merchant  marine;  its 
history  and  Romance  from  1620  to  1902,"  New  York,  1902.  which  is 
favorable  to  subsidies;  and  " Bates's  American  navigation;  the  polit- 
ical history  of  its  rise  and  ruin  and  the  proper  means  of  its  encourage- 
ment." Boston  and  New  York,  1902,  the  aim  of  which  is  to  show  that 
the  advancement  of  the  merchant  marine  is  to  be  brought  about  by 
protective  duties  instead  of  b}^  subsidies.

The  plan  of  this  list  does  not  contemplate  a  complete  survey  of  the 
literature  of  marine  subsidies. 

Its  purpose  is  to  afford  a  guide  to  the  most  accessible  authorities 
which  will  put  the  investigator  in  possession  of  the  leading  facts  and 
arguments,  and  at  the  same  time  give  a  starting  point  for  more 
exhaustive  researches. 

In  addition  to  the  works  enumerated  in  the  body  of  the  list,  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  reports  of  the  various  boards  of  trade,  particularly 
the  National  Board,  and  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  history  of  bounties  in  Great  Britain  ma}'  be  traced  in  detail  in 
the  Parliamentary  Sessional  Papers,  wherein  are  found  mail  contracts 
with  steamship  companies.  The  reports  on  subsidy  systems  of  foreign 
countries  published  in  the  Sessional  Papers  are  noted  in  this  list  under 
the  heading:  "  Great  Britain.     Parliament."
